* wood fibre products and print paper 
for the-armed services and for essent 
ial civilian needs of the United Na- 
tions is safeguarded, said the state- 
‘ment. 

“Distribution of print paper used 
for the production of newspapers, 
other periodicals or publications al- 
ready restricted by previous ' orders 
are not affected by the new order”, 
the board said. 

,. Conservation of all types of waste 
paper has become an “urgent neces- 
sity,” the Prices Board said. last 
night in a press statement which ac- 


companied announcement of a new 


order tightening restrictions on cer- 
tain types of printing. 


The ‘statement said manufacturers 
are faced with ever-increased de-

Dependents’ Living 
Bonus is Increased 


Ottawa—Coat of living bonuses for 
servicemen’s dependents will be in- 
creased, effective in December, to 
keep them in line with similar bonus- 
es in industry which were boosted at 


Nov, 15th, defence headquarters said. 

The cost of living bonus for depend 
ents now will be $4.12 a month for 
wives with children and $2.20 a 
month for wives without children. 
The previous amounts were $2.60 and 
$140. . 

“As dependents allowance and as- 
signed pay is payable only in arrears, 
the increased cost of living bonus 
will not be received until the end of 
December,” said the department.
